DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is directed towards the Applicant's response filed April 4, 2008. 
Claims 1-45 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-45 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
claimed invention as set forth in the independent claims, particularly including: 

As for claims 1 , 9, 1 4, 1 6, 21 , 23, 26, and 40, the claims recite the novel and 
nonobvious features where a PC card control device prestores information regarding 
PC card types that conform to a standard and expansion card types that do not 
conform to a standard, and where the control device identifies the type of card 
connected based on information acquired from the card by an acquisition component by 
a method conforming to a standard, and the prestored information regarding the type of 
expansion cards not conforming to the standard. 

As for claims 4, 7, 8, 18, 19, 20, and 24, the claims recite the novel and 
unobvious features where a PC card control device identifies a type of a card connected 
based upon information obtained from the card by an information acquisition component 
and prestored information regarding PC card types that conform to a standard and 
expansion card types that do not conform to a standard, with the additional features 
where the prestored information regarding the type of expansion card not conforming to 
a standard can be updated from the outside. 
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As for claim 15, the claim recites the novel and nonobvious features where a PC 
card control device prestores information regarding PC card types that conform to a 
standard and expansion card types that do not conform to a standard, and where the 
control device identifies the type of card connected based on information acquired from 
the card by an acquisition component by a method conforming to a standard, and the 
prestored information regarding the types of expansion cards not conforming to a 
standard, and where this information regarding the types of expansion cards not 
conforming to the standards can be updated from the outside. 

As for claims 25, 32, and 39, the claims recite the novel an nonobvious method 
steps where the type of a PC card connected to a PC card control device is determined 
based on identification information acquired from the card by an information acquisition 
component of the card control device and prestored information regarding types of PC 
cards conforming to a standard and types of expansion cards, and where the 
identification information of the connected PC card and the prestored information 
regarding expansion card types are acquired at the time of connection of the PC card 
and the expansion cards to the control device. 
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As for claim 33, the claim recited the novel and nonobvious steps where a PC 
card control device prestores information regarding types of PC cards and expansion 
cards, and where the PC card control device identified the PC card connected to it 
based on identification information acquired from the connected PC card and the 
prestored information regarding the types of expansion cards.
